It is felt certain that Mayor Rags- 
dale will veto the request, because the 
finance committee of city council has 
not yet begun work on the January 
finance sheet and also because the 


purposes last year. 


The total sought in the final budget | 


which was approved was slashed 
$353,000 from the original finance 
sheets prepared by the administration 
department, the board taking the posi- 
tion that council could not possibly 
furnish the entire amount. 

$350,000 Approved. 

Only $350,000 of the $713,000 set 
up in a proposed rehabilitation budget 
Was approved, but about $10,000 was 
added to the main operating and 
maintenance budget in order that 
kindergarten teachers and nurses in 
junior high schools can be placed on 
a 12-month salary basis as teachers 
of the system now are. 

Instructors teach about nine 
months, but their salaries are paid 
each month of the year. Those added 
to the list would receive the same 
privileges that the

MEETING INDORSES 
SETTLEMENT PLAN 


Simmons-Whittington 
Bill Wins Favor of Farm 
Conference; Georgia 
Land Problem Attacked. 


After an all-day session devoted to 
a spirited and often frank discussion 
of the’ farm problems of the south, 
with _particular reference to condi- 
tions in Georgia, the Georgia develop- 
ment conference, sponsored. by the 


Georgia Association, late Tuesday in- 
dorsed the Simmons-Whittington farm 
settlement and demonstration meas- 
ure now pending in congress and 
pledged its resources and efforts to- 
ward remedying the evils of agricul- 
ture which were held chargeable to 
the large number of Georgia farms 
now owned and operated by land com- 
panies. 

One large company, Taft & Co., of 
Chicago, whose spokesman, J. J. Story, 
of Albany, attacked indolence in the 
farming industry over the south, owns 
400 farms in 48 counties of the state 
valued at approximately $1,500,000. 
The conference also developed that the 
Federal Farm Land bank of the third 
District owns more than 6, farms 
in its territory valued at $3,800,000 
and 500 of them are in central Geor- 
gia. Ownership of more than $25,000,- 
000 of farms by mortgage loan com- 
panies was estimated at the confer- 
ence. 

A series of widely divergent reme- 
dies were proposed during the confer- 
ence, which heard Dr. Hugh A. 
Brown, of the department of interior; 
Colonel Pat Calhoun, large planter of 
Calhoun Falls, 8. C., and represent- 
atives of various railroad companies 
operating in Georgia. A_ luncheon 
meeting at which Hugh McRae, col- 
onizer and capitalist of Wilmington, 
spoke in high praise of the land set- 
tlement project which will probably 
be located near Albany was followed 
by a dinner at which ways and means 
for striking at the distress of agricul- 
ture were considered. 

All meetings were held on the roof 
of the Ansley hotel.

“The members of our body have 
just about shut up shop for the week 
in their willingness to co-operate in 
the investigation, and we will devote 
most of our time this week to the 
matter,” declared Rawson Collier, 
foreman.

the most important preventive work 
can be done, he stressed. Not that 
appliances need to be used at these 
ages, but corrective measures can be 
started instead of waiting until 12 or 
14 years of age. 

He emphasized particularly the mis- 
conception in the public mind that 
orthodontology consists in the mani- 
pulation of mechanical appliances. 
‘These must be applied,” Dr. Oliver 
said, “not in accord with one set 
formula, but after a diagnosis of the 
upper jaw and the lower jaw of the 
particular patient and the relation- 
ship between the two jaws with re- 
spect to the’ growth of the jaw and 
of the child.” 

He showed a number of lantern 
slides of cases illustrating various 
types of improper meeting and spac- 
ing of teeth and discussed corrective 
measures,

OPPOSES RADIO MERGER 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—(P)— 
Testifying before the senate inter- 
state commerce committee today, 
Newcomb Carlton, president of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, 
derided statement that merger of 
British wire and radio systems into 
a monopoly was a menace to the fu- 
ture development of American enter- 
prises in the same field. 

“The British merger.” Carlton said, 
“is one of the most fantastic bogies 
ever built up.” 

He was referring to previous tes- 
timony of Owen D. Young, president 
of the Radio Corporation of America. 
Young had expressed a fear that un- 
less congress approved consolidations 
of radio and cable companies, now 
prohibited, American interests could 
not compete for the international 
business and that the British mono- 
poly could “dictate” terms to the Ra- 
dio Corporation. 

In connection with the latter part 
of Young's testimony, Carlton told 
the committee that “Mr. Young is in 
that interesting field of conjecture.” 

‘“‘We have been subject to the con; 
trol of the British authorities fo 
5C years,” he said, “and nothing's 
ever happened.” He asked that his 
company be left free to compete with 
all comers.

THE FARM CONFERENCE. 

The great importance of the 
Georgia Association’s farm confer- 
ence now holding sessions in the 
city is fully demonstrated by the 
huge single fact that $25,000,000 
of farms and farm homes are in the 
hands of mortgage loan companies, 
most of them foreign to the state. 

Naturally those mortgage com- 
panies wish to find ways and means 
to redeem their loans from these 
unwelcome properties. They do 
not wish to farm them on their own 
account and one of the big objec- 
tives of the farm conference now 
in session is to canvass the factors 
of the situation and; if possible, 
Suggest the way out both for the 
distrained farmers and the over- 
loaded loan companies. 

The situation presents a problem 
In agricultural economics that has 
far-reaching incidences, touching, in 
fact, every, class of people in the 
State. It affects banking deposits 
and credits; merchants and the pow- 
er of the people to purchase their 
wares and goods; the implement 
and machinery dealers in restrict- 
ing their state markets; and, above 
all, it seriously disturbs the morale 
and social equilibrium of the rural 
population of the commonwealth. 

One must hope the conference 
will be able to recommend practical 
remedies for those deplorable con- 
Aitions. 


SETTING THE LAND FREE. 
Theories of taxation are as many, 
imost, as blackberries, because of 
the thousand and one forms of busi- 
ness activity in which the inhabi- 
tants of the nation engage. Out of 
them all, however, there obtrude 


certain salient suggestions which, 


appear workable and are appealing 
to the general sense of justice and 
economic equities. 

Among them the most persuasive 
is the proposition that all real 
estate, whether urban or rural, 
Should be exempted from taxes by 
government. The reasons support- 
ing the proposition are strong and 
Self-arguing. The values of real 
estate are subject to so many varia- 
ble incidents in the same locality as 
to make them largely the subject of 
’ arbitrary guess-work by assessors. 
There is not a locality in any town 


or county where tax valuations are | 


not out of just comparisons and 
‘ausing unjust levies. 

The instances of non-productive 
“eal estate are everywhere and tax- 
‘ng the mere holding of it is bur- 
lensome and discouraging to devel- 
*pment. So that, in the view of the 
most expert tax actuaries, the only 
just treatment of real estate is to 
free it of all taxes other than an 
*xcise upon its actual annual in- 
come. | 

Such release from taxation of 
mere metes and bounds and use 
would stimulate the Ownership of 
real estate, increase prices for that 
eligibly located for profitable uses, 
and maintain a: lively market for 
real properties in both town and 
country. It would be genuinely 
helpful relief to farm owners who 
are hard put from year to year to 
make “buckle and tongue meet” 
and to whom a farm tax is a real 


deprivation. And tax-free home lots | 


in towns and cities would greatly 
Stimulate home ownership by the 
wage and salary earners of the com- 
munity. 


Calculations and experience both 


have shown that state, county and 
city can all of them adjust their 
tax Schemes to produce adequate 
revenues without laying ad valorem 
taxes upon property. There are 
modern devices, 
workable, for finding revenue by 
excises, privilege, income and re- 
capture levies, which the people pay 
through individual and corporation 
operations without feeling their tax 
outgo in any acute way.

lower orders of creatures. This 
ape-man renunciation comes sooner 
than was expected, but it has been 
long forecastéd by those who have 
all along adhered to the implications 
of the Mosaic account of the crea- 
tion of man. 

Even so this new acceptance of 
the original and unique creation of 


the genus homo is of limited im- 1; 


portance. It will add gayety to the 
Scientific world of speculators, per- 
haps, but will have small interest for

comfort of human social systems. 
Perhaps the substantial value of 
this belated surrender of what a

That would quiet the 
irritating controversies between the 
Adamic fundamentalists and the

‘Health Talks

BEWARE THE LITTLE TIN 
DOCTOR. 
It was interesting to note, writes 
Dr, Albert S. Welch, in a report of 
the pathological examination of 1,000 


tonsils that were removed in a dis- 
pensary or clinic, in a middle western 
city— 

“It .was interesting to note 
while compiling the statistics giv- 
en in the table that the greatest 
proportion of nonchanged tonsils 
was obtained in September, the 
opening of the school year, and in 
June, the opening of the summer 
camps. When several pairs of 
tonsils were removed on the same 
day from different members of 
the same family, one pair usual- 
iy bore evidence of infection and 
the others were not altered.” 

By “nonchanged tonsils,’ the path- 
ologist means normal tonsils, tonsils 
that presented no sign of infection or 


disease. By tonsils which were “not 
altered,” he means normal tonsils 
again. 

I donot know what method of 


rounding up children for the whole- 
sale removal of tonsils is employed in 
the city where these startling disclo- 
sures were made, but I hope it is the 
usual one, for it would be a grave re- 
flection on the intelligence of the doc- 
tor concerned, as well as a reproach 
to their professional diligence, if it 
should transpire that they themselv 
actually saw and examined the chit 
dren before the anesthetic was started. 
. According to the findings reported 
by Dr. Weleh, no less than 710 out of 
1,000 tonsils examined pathologically 
after removal in the dispensary of 
clinic “had never been seriously affect- 
el.” In 430 there was no evidence of 


| disease whatever, and in 280 the only 


departure from normal was the pres- 
ence of cheesy concretions or masses in 
the crypts or spaces, and such cheesy 
concretions in the crypts are of ques- 
tionable significance, for they are 
found at one time or another in all 
tonsils, according to such authorities 
as C. V. Weller, H. L. Swain, J. E. 
Davis and E. Kellert—whose publish- 
ed views on the matter are cited by 
Dr. Welch in his report. 

Here, then, we have a clear, cold, 
undebatable evidence that far too 
many tonsil operations are being done 
on school children. As the operations 
in this series were all done in a dis- 
pensary or clinic it is quite likely that 
the “material” had to be rounded up

But then there were no ¢ables anda 
the Atlantic and no telegraph lin 
over the country, and no radio, to 
bring the news of the peace pact al- 
most instantly to the warriors facing 
each other at New Orleans. 

There Andrew Jackson. established 
his military fame and became an idol 
to the martial-spirited citizens of the 
nation. Writing: of his vietory there 
a noted historian, in a volume printed 
in 1817, said: 

“Jackson achieved for himself and 
his country immortal honor, by an 
exploit certainly never exceeded, per- 
haps never equaled. He preserved one 
of the most important keys and em- 
poriums of the country from the power 
of the enemy by the most consum- 
mate prudence, talents and bravery. 
The interest of the property he saved 
from depredation is probably above 
$750,000 per annum. Yet I doubt 
whether there is gratitude enough in 
our public bodies, who hold the purse 
strings of the nation, or in’ the: indi- 
viduals whose property has been pre- 
served. to make him any adequate 
return.” 7

One of Our American Immortals. 


Andrew Jackson was born March 
15. 1767, in a region of the Carolinas 
called the ““Waxhaws,” but whether 
the cabin home in which he was born 
was on the South Carolina or the 
North Carolina side of the states’ line 
has never been definitely decided. 
There have been strenuous claimants 
for both contentions. 
self seems always to have been in 
doubt as to which state could claim 
him as its son, though he seemed to 
favor the South Carolina side of the 
controversy. 

Kut that mere fact counted for 
little after all America claimed him 


pfor its own hero of beth military and 


civic premier distinction. His ma- 
turity found him a citizen of Ten- 
nessee, where’ he was lawyer. judge. 
soldier, and eventually senator and

In his youth he was captured by 
British troops and when.-he  indig- 
nantly refused to black ‘the boots of 
an officer he was brutally wounded 
and came near to death. LKscaping 
he joined the American forees. While 
with them his mother died during her 
volunteer service as a nurse of wound- 
ed American soldiers in a Charleston 
prison hospital. It was her loss that 
impelled Jackson to trek to Tennessee. 

He led the federal armies in the

ish. subdued the Seminoles in Florida, 
and ,secured the purchase of that ter- 
ritory for annexation to the United 
States, P ) | 

As president of .the United States 
from 1829 to 1837 he gave form and 
coherency to the national democratic 
party, destroyed the national bank

History 
has been ransacked to find examples 
of tyrants sufficiently odious to illus- 
trate him by comparison. Language 
has been tortured to find epithets suf- 
ficiently strong to paint him in de- 
scription. Imagination has been ex- 
hausted in her efforts to deck him 
with revolting and inhuman se attri- 
butes. Tyrant, despot,.usurper, de- 
stroyer of the liberties of his country ;

Jackson Was a Born Democrat. 


There is no need to biograph Jack- 
son here. To recall this anniversary 
be 
enough to freshen the memories of his 
great peculiar personality and splen- 
(id democratic apostleship to all 
Americans familiar with their national 
istory. 

Born in humble circumstances, with 
scant advantages of education, and 
no auxiliaries of affluent and aristo- 
cratic. friends, Jackson had to prac- 
tice all the simplicities of democracy 
and depend upon its edjuitable princi- 
ples for his prospects of social, pro- 
fessional or political achievement. He 
won all the way up the line by the 
sterling and indomitable democracy of 
his character, ambitions and conduct. 

If Jefferson was the evangel of the 
new order of government for the pro- 
tection and promotion of “the rights 
of man,” Jackson was the Pauline 
protagonist’ who planted the standards 
upon the ramparts.of .the republic and 
preached the gospel of liberty and 
union to those gathered about every 
hearthstone in the land, 

He was an Achilles on the battle- 
front for the people's rights; he was 
an Hercules in the Augean stable of 
public privilege monopolized and cor- 
ruption in the use of the people's 
property; he was a Moses in leading 
the masses into new freedoms and 
new opportunities of peace and pros- 
perity. 

The party which he called up out 
of confusion and consolidated for pa- 
triotic and impartial publie service 
survives to this day. Its. principles 
are immortal as is his fame. Its lack 
is militant leadership pregnant with 
his spirit and fired with his indomi- 
table zeal for the general welfare. 

If the nation and the democracy is 
ever to have another leader like him, 
or near like him, it will be in an- 
other generation then this now occu- 
pying the arena.

The recommendation of the federal 
farm board that southern farmers cur- 
tail their cotton acreage will 
scored as disappointing in a body 
created for constructive purposes and 
generally unsatisfactory, in a caus 
tic article to appear in this week’s 
issue of the Market Bulletin, organ 
of the state department of agricul- 
ture. 

“A review of the advice offered by 
every agricultural worker, profession- 
‘al ‘co-operator, farm paper 
everybody else except the real dirt 
farmer, will show that this is noth- 
ing new. This advice has been dished 
out in large doses for years,” it is 
stated in the article, the advance 

sheets of which were delivered to the 
printer Tuesday, in preparation for 
the issue which is to be mailed Fri- 
day. 

The article is under the signature 
of Lehman Anderson, chief clerk of 
the state department of agriculture, 
and bears the approval of Eugene 
Talmadge, commissioner of agricul- 
ture. 

The charge was made that the 16 
eents per pound loan granted by the 
federal farm board in 1929 resulted 
disastrously to southern farmers. 
“The board states that they are not 
guaranteeing that 16 cents per pound 
will be loaned on cotton next year,” 
the article says. “I hope that it will 
not. This 16-cent loan resulted most 
disastrously in 1929. 

“Cotton was bringing around 18 
cents when this loan was made avail- 
able and the price immediately dropped

WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—(North 
American Newspaper Alliance.)—Sev- 
eral more moot points in the highly 
involved jurisprudence being built up 
around radio are settled, but the pow- 
ers of the federal radio commission 
are left in a somewhat confused state 
by the decision of the court of appeals 
of the District of Columbia handed 
down ordering the commission to allot 
more time on. the air to station 
WENR Chicago. 


The effect of the decision is to give 
WENR, one of the country’s few 50,- 
000 watt stations, half time on the 
cleared channel it now shares’ with 
WLS also of Chicago. Under the com- 
mission’s previous decision, which was 
appealed to the court, WENR secured 
only two-sevenths time, the remaining 
five-sevenths being allotted WLS. 


The court’s opinion holds no brief 
for arguments against the ownership 
and operation of a broadcasting sta- 
tion by a power company. 

Although WENR is owned and 
managed by an association of public 
utility corporations, primarily the 
Insull interests, it is described by the 
court as a “general service public sta- 
tion for broadcasting good music, en- 
tertainment of various kinds, educa- 
tional features and news,” and as 
ranking with the foremost stations 
in the country. | 

When the commission heard the 
three-cornered argument for wave 
length privileges, in which WENR, 
WLS and WCBD (the latter station 
operated at Zion City, Ill., by Wilbur 
Glenn Voliva) all sought more time 
on the air. Several United States 
senators appeared to urge against 
granting increased radio facilities to 
what they described as a “power 
trust.” 

The court’s action, in effect, re- 

udiates the senatorial arguments. 
Sroceven the court also pays tribute 
to the programs of WLS as being of 
“high character and general interest.” 
The station is owned jointly by the 
Prairie Farmer Publishing Company 
and the Sears-Roebuck Co., and is 
devoted largely to agricultural inter- 
est. It was on behalf of this station 
that the senators testified. 

Recognizing also the “high char- 
acter” of the programs broadcast from 
Mr. Voliva’s radio station, the court 
holds in the same opinion that its 
present daylight assignment on an- 
other channel is sufficient, and up- 
holds the commission’s decision to 
that effect. Station WCBD was also 
an appellant from the commission’s 
decision, demanding evening hours of 
operation. , 

While the court does not say s0 
directly, the inference from this part 
of its decision is clearly that a station 
operated in the interest of a religious 
denomination does not have the same 
claim to operating facilities as a sta- 
tion whose programs are of a general 
character. On the score of priority, 


the court settles another point by stat- | 


ing flatly that neither of the two 
leading litigants have “any fixed right 
in the frequency as against the rea- 
sonable regulatory power of the 
United States.” 

In reversing the commission’s de 


cision in the WENR-WLS situation

KEEPERS OF BEES 
ASKED TO ASSIST 
NATIONAL CENSUS 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7,—(/)—An 
appeal to all owners of bees to as- 
sist the census-taker in taking a coun- 
try-wide bee census is being made 
by J. I. Hambleton, in charge of 
the bee-culture division, of the depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

City bees as well as country bees, 
and bees who live in the country but 
whose owners live in the city, are 
to be counted this 1930 decennial 
census. City-owned bees will be list- 
ed as “livestock not on farms and 
ranges,” by consent of the bureau of 
the census. 

This addition to the census was 
hailed by Hambleton as “an impor- 
cant victory” for the bee-keeping in- 
dustry in a field where everybody is 
trying to get questions asked. He 
declared that never before in history 
has agriculture had such an oppor- 
tunity to take stock of itself, and that 
if reliable figures are not furnished in 
1930, the industry will have to wait 
another 10 years without knowing 
how many bees are busy, and how 
much money is produced.

A young man from Joplin, Mo., is starting out again today in his pur- 
suit of rather important money. It is at least important money as far as 
professional golf goes, but the average boxer wouldn’t take a bow for 
‘that much cash, much less ‘try to fight. At any rate, first prize in the 
Los Angeles open is $3,500, and that is close to the rate of $50 for 72 

holes. 

As affairs have been breaking in, professional golf, Horton Smith is 
the leading favorite, but there is another young fellow by the name of 
| Mac Smith who should not be overlooked in case he enters. Mac Smith 
‘tied for the United States open in 1910. That seems to be a matter of 
20 years ago, but he was still good enough to win the $10,000 Los 
Angeles open in 1928 and 1929. When Mac Smith tied for first place 
‘in the United States open, Horton Smith was not quite two years old. 
But the difference of 20 years doesn't mean as much in golf as it means 
in most other competitions, since the true golf swing depends more upon 
timing and co-ordination rather than upon power. 


The two Smiths are among the two finest swingers golf has 
ever known. They have in many ways, more smoothness than 
most of the other stars. Their swings look simpler and more 
easily made. But it might be remembered that over a hundred 
fine golfers will be in the big money parade and at least six or 
seven of these are good enough to win. One of them is Hagen, 
who is about due to hit his oldtime speed. So far he hasn’t quite 
hit his stride in the far west wars of turf and sand, but with real 
money to shoot at he is more dangerous than at any other time. 
Yet Hagen is the type who would have a better chance on a raw, 
wind-swept links than he would in the softer and less billowy 
air of Los Angeles. 

Explaining Horton Smith. 


A number of golfers from time to time have written in asking why 
it is that Horton Smith, only 21 years old, with little tournament ex-

Anyway, he has a 
swing that carries the main fundamentals, which is something 
few golfers have. 

Add to this correct swing, which is by all odds the most important 
factor, he has youth, bealth, strength, resilience, the ability to concentrate 


and a high class tournament disposition, which carries almost no raw | 


edges. One trouble with the vast army of golfers is that they know 
little about the fundamentals of true swinging, especially anything con- 
nected with the fundamentals of balance or weight transference, which 


is completely essential in the proper or consistent timing of any good | 


swing. Not one golfer in fifty is in position to apply ether power or 
control from the top of his backswing as he starts the downward punch. 


And one in fifty is breaking the news gently and giving the vast majority | 


the benefit of the odds.

FOR MIAMI RING 


Representatives of Fight- 
ers Agree to Terms for 
February Bout. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 7.—(#)—Phil 
Seott, of England, and Jack Sharkey, 
Boston sagor, will meet in the ring at 
the second annual “Battle of the 
Palms” in Miami, Fla., February 27, 
it was announced tonight.

advisers gathered at the White House 
for breakfast with the chief executive. 
The president discussed with the dele- 
ates the work ubead of them and his 
opes that their labors would be met 
with success. 

In a farewell message to the Amer- 
ican people after the White House 
breakfast, the secretary briefly out- 
lined the purposes of the conference, 
particularly stressing the opportuni- 
ties of the parley to limit still fur- 
ther capital ship construction—al- 
ready limited under the Washington 
arms treaty of 1922. 

The president in a statement after 
the breakfast emphasized the neces- 
sity of co-operation by the American 
people with the delegation in its work, 
declaring “‘the progress of peace for 
the world rests in a large measure 
en the shoulders of the five delega- 
tions’ to the parley. 

Hoover's Statement. 


The president's statement, made at 
his regular ‘Tuesday conference with 
the press, follows: 

“I am sure the whole nation bids 
Godspeed to the American delegation 
that leaves tomorrow for the London 
naval arms conference. , The people 
and the governments of the five na- 
tions assembling at this meeting are 
sincerely desirous that agreements 
should be brought about by which com- 
petition and construction of naval 
arms is brought to an end, and by 
which actual reduction in naval bur- 
dens of the world shall be accom- 
plished. ‘The difficulties of finding a 
basis that will be acceptable to five 
different nations are great but they 
are not insuperable. 

“The conclusions of the conference 
must be such as to give a sense olf 
security and satisfaction to each of 
the nations, Permanent peace is never 
based on either taking advantage of 
or accepting a position of prejudice. 

“The technology and the complexi- 
ties of the problem are such that we 
need hope for no immediate and quick 
results. To complete the conference 
in three or four months would be in 
itself a great accomplishment, and we 
should not expect any hurried con- 
clusions. It is the most important of 
international conferences of a _ great 
many years, and probably the most 
important for many years to come. 
The progress of peace for the world 
rests in a great measure upon the 
shoulders of the five delegations. 
There is good will toward the confer- 
ence on the part of every nation. The 
importance and the gravity of the oc- 
casion have been recognized in the 
dispatch to London of the leading men 
of every country. They have the will 
to succeed. 

“I hope that the people of our coun- 
try will co-operate in the progress of 
the conference by patience, encourage- 
ment, and freedom from criticism. We 
go to London in a fine atmosphere 
of international good will, and it is 
the duty of our country to preserve 
that atmosphere so far as lies within | 
our power. 

Full Confidence. 

Informally discussing his meeting 
with the delegates, who will sail for 
london Thursday on the S. S. George 
Washington, the president disclosed 
his full confidence in the grasp which 
the commission has of the American 
naval desires and needs. 

He said he had given the delegates 
no final instructions, believing that 
the months of study they had devoted 
to the entire naval problem had made 
each an expert on the questions in- 
volved. He added that he _ believed 
the United States had never before 
sent abroad a delegation with such a 
thorough grasp of the essential points 
involved in its work.
